Robert Burns. 


He was born und brought up in the 


midst of poverty aud comparative iguo- 
rnucu. When, in 1857, Nathaniel Haw- 
horuo visited the poet's residence at 
Dumfries and took notice of its filthy 
•uid malodorous surroundings, he won- 
dered that Burns could have preserved 
lis marvelous genius in such an unsa- 
vory spot, The author of "Tho Scarlet 
Letter" was even more horrified at the 
wretched aspect of Burns' farm at Moss- 
giel and could not compare tho habita- 
tion in which the Scottish bard passed 
so maay of his days to a pigsty. "It is 
sad," wrote Hawthorne, "to think of 
auybody—not to say a poet, but any hu- 
man being—sleeping, eating, thinking, 
praying and spending all his home life 
in this miserable hovel." Ho praises the 
"heroic merit" of. Burns for being-no 
worso man amid "the squalid hin- 
drances" that beset the poet's moral and 
intellectual development. 


Hawthorne was right. Low assooia 


tious;, bad sanitary conditions and the 
companionship of the vile are all bu 
fatal to human virtue. Burns was never 
utterly degraded. He was always, ii 
spite of his failings, a trno man, ant 
his passionate lovo for his fellow men 
outlived all his sufferings. 


His relations with Jean Armoui 


though they proved his frailty and hers 
were honorable to him iu some respects 
for ho left nothing undone to repair the 
error of'his youth. His intemperance 
was rather the effect of his convivial 
disposition than of any vicious tenden- 
cy. If lie sinned, he paid the penalty, 
ono might say, with his life. His ca- 
reer terminated at 87, and, having re- 
gard to his circumstances and opportu- 
nities, his record as a poet is unparal- 
leled, for no man ever achieved so much 
as Burns with so little aid from the 
world and with such terrible impedi- 
ments in his path.—Westminster .Re- 
view.

The people ;ip- 
precuxted his honesty aud independence 
and he 
>va<< elected over three com- 


petitors, one of whom was backed by 
the railroads and other powerful cor- 
porations. The other officials, though 
old residents of the State, have novor 
held State odico before, though nearly 
all of them ,'javo heretoforelield county 
offices or served in the Legislature.

elect Budd to-day roceivod from At- 
torney-General Hart a carefully pre- 
pared opinion, in which he assorted 
that thero can bo no Gubernatorial con- 
test bdfovB the prouent Legislature, and 
that the oath of ollloe must be adminis- 
tered to Uudd. The opinion due-lures 
that Article 7, Chapter 2, of the Politi- 
cal Code, which provides the manner 
of a Gubernatorial contest before the 
Legislature is unconstitutional in that 
itcoufers judicial powers upon the Leg- 
islature. He farther declares that he 
is of the opinion that the vote for Gov- 
ernor must be canvassed 
and an- 


nounced before the Legislature in ac 
cordanco with Section 4, Article 5, of 
the Constitution, and that it is Budd's 
imperative right to have the vote so 
canvassed and determined that any Act 
of the Legislature attempting to modify 
these prr.visions of the Constitution by 
interpolating in the Constitution any 
coaditioD not therein coatained would 
bo unconstitutional and void. In con- 
clusion, the opinion declares that tho 
apparent defects in this law can be 
remedied by the people amending the 
Constitution of the State.

The use of the induction 
coil in connection with a switch, which 
severs the "call" circuit and "makes 
the talking ciicuit, is patented and 
does not expire until January 9,1900. 
This patent, which is almost insur- 
mountable, nevertheless was used in 
an abandoned method by the Bell Co. 
and will not on that account stand a 
suit and is not wortL any attention. 
The next vital patent which covers the 
use of a signalling appa'-atus in an in- 
dependent or branch circuit would 
ipoil any competition but it expires 
April 16, 1895. This leaves the tele- 
phone business practically open to all 
with the single exception of a hook to 
hang the receiver on, which does not

A Father Accidentally Kills His Son

Mr Menard immediately sent the

Ha has the only 
gravel, sand and clay pits within easy 
access of town and his drays are seen 
daily on almost every street in Beno. 
'.t there is a mud hole or broken cul- 
•ert anywhere within the town limits 
lis teamsters are ganerally the flrat to 
Ind it. He and the men in his employ 
are about town all the time and he is 
ust the person for Supervisor of 
Streets. 
He can affoid to keep the 


treets in good repair for less than any 
other person, as he has teams and 
gravel, and at present the town has to 
mrohasethe gravel which is used in 
treet repaiiing at his pits. That he 
will keep the streets in good order 
here is no doubt, and if he will do that 
at one-half the present cost to the tax- 
payers, why should he not get the job ?
